Montana regiment, on entering the 
city, found it deserted, the prosl* 
dencia burning and the rebels re- 
treating toward the mountains in a 
state of terror.

It is evident that tlio rebels for 


aon:dilm» pa«t have abandoned all 
iirnw of holding their capital, for 
ibe Americans found there ovl- 
<ltacn of elaborate preparations for 
evacuation. On the railroad the 
rails and tin for about a mile hud 
b*<m torriup and probably thrown 
talothorivei. Tlio only prisoners 
captured won a few Chinamen. 
They Mid Agttinaldo left Mulolos on 
Wedowday. 


The principal citl?^n« ofMalolos, 


their famlltac and good« have been 
taken Into the country over the rail- 
road, while others departed on foot, 
'tarrying their pcwesslons and dttv- 
ing their cattle and other Animals 
bofore them,. 


Mont of the rebel forces were re- 


moved yesterday evening to posi- 
tions east of the rn.il road, lonTing 
only some small hands In the strong 
trenohM In front of Mololos. 
' 
Heneral MnoArthnr started fortho 


robfll capital at 7 o'clock this morn- 
ing with two rapid Bra guns Hank- 
ing the track, two guns of the Utah 
Itattery on the right nnd two guns 
of the Sixth artillery on the left of 
tae rapid*), firing continuously. Tho 
jCuwu and Montana regiments 
moved upon Malolos and the Ne- 
braska and Pennsylvania regiments 
and the Third artillery - kept along 
the right of the railroad. 


The only effective stand made by 


the rebels was at a batnboo and 
earthen work half a mllo from 
Malolos and on the right where the 
Nebraska regiment, as was the case 
yesterday, bad the hardest work 
and suffered the greatest loss. 


FUK8TON AT.THK FRONT. 


Colonel Fnnston, always at the 


front, was the flrat man in Malolos, 
followed by a group of dashing 
Kansans. 


The Filipino flag, which was fly- 


ing from the center of the town, 
was hauled down by some men of 
the Montana regiment who tri- 
umphantly raised tbelr own above 
it. 
. 
. 


From th& column of smoke aris- 


ing from, the city, it Boomed as If 
the whole place was ablaze. 'It 
turned out, however, that only the 
presidents or government build- 
ing and a few of the smaller build- 
ing* hod been set lire to by the 
rebels before they evacuated the 
place, 


From the reports gathered by the 


American oflioere, from prisoners 
nnd others, it Is believed that the 
rebel army i? constantly losing 
strength on account of desertions, 
and that although tlio enemy may 
make one or two more stands, the 
forces of Agnlnaldo will degener- 
ate, in perhaps a month, to a few 
hundreds who may continue waging 
a guerilla warfare iu the moun 
tains.

The American troops 
behaved 


splendidly. They advanced steadily 
against successive lines of trenches, 
through woods and jungles and suf- 
fering from frightful heat. 
Iu ad- 


dition, the American volunteers 
were handicapped in fighting by 
the fact that their Springfield rifles 
are of shorter range than the Man- 
ser rifles in the hands of the rebels. 
Under those circumstance?, the 
steady ad vane a of our troops Is a 
really remarkable achievement. 


Bat the most noteworthy feature 


of this onward sweep of the Ameri- 
cans is the patience and endurance 
of the private soldiers. They never 
hesitated to plunge across any kind 
of difficult country, against any 
number of the 'enemy and in the 
face of positions of entirely un- 
known strength. 


This afternoon 
the victorious 


American army is feasting on cocoa- 
nuts and bananas and enjoying a 
well-earned rest, while the hospital 
train Is carrying the wounded back 
;o Manila. 


RETREAT CUT OFF.

MANILA, March 3L— 10:37 a. m.— 


General Hall's brigade advanced to- 
day from Marinquo up the Mateo 
river valley almost to Montalban, 
driving the enemy to the hills on 
;he north. The rebels were con- 
siderable iu force at the j auctions of 
;he rivers Nanca and Ampit with 
foe Matoo ; but tlio American ar- 
illery soon scattered thorn, with 
teavy loss. The American loss was 
one killed. Lieutenant (ircgg, of 
the Fourth infantry. 


General Hale eventually returned 


to the water -works. 


General Kiug advanced from San 


?edro Macali, establishing head- 
quarters at Paaig. 


Recently Issued copies of the Re- 


public* Filtplna, Agulnnldo's oniotal 
irgan. contain a proclamation to the 
effect that certain parties are raid- 
ng the northern towns and order- 
ng the Dame to join the Filipino 
army immediately or tnke the con- 
fluences whon Agulnaldo shall have 
finished with the Americans. 


This is construed as meaning that 


MawpolM, the governor of the five 
northern province*, In unfriendly to 
Agulnaldo. K thin bo true, Agui- 
noldo's retreat is undoubtedly rut 
olt at the railroad beyond Ban Fer- 
nando. 


The Republic* Fillplna on M*roh 


23 published an extra edition con* 
alning a statement to the oftVt 
.hut the Americans had attacked 
?ae1g ; that many of them wero 
killed and a majority of tho re- 
nalndor wero wonndod, while ISO 
of them were taken prisoners. 


A second paragraph In the same 


edition asserted that tho Americans 
lad ravished 300 of thct Filipinos, 
atrsBt daughters and called upon 
the natives to "defend their honor 
with their Hvoa against, oppressors 
who spared neither age, sex nor 
condition, murdering whole families 
a cold blooded revenge." 
Tho American steamer Roanoke 


recently picked up a native boat 
containing a dozen Spanish prison- 
ers who had escaped from Dagnpan 
and had been nearly three days 
afloat with neither food nor water. 


They reported that the prisoners 


expected to bo killed 
when the 


Americans advanced, but knew 
nothing of tho fate of those in the 
southern towns.

STELLA GOES DOWN. 


Her Boilers Exploded and 


She Sunk. 


Tho 1'asseuger.s Were Bound for 


Channel Islands to Spend 


Master Sunday. 


SOUTH ASH -urn, March 31.— It is 


now estimated that nearly 120 per- 
sons were drowned by the sinking 
of the Stella. 


LONDON, March 31. — Tho ofiioials 


of tbe London and Southwestern 
railway company now declare that 
ihe loss of life by the wreck of tho 
Stella which belonged to that com- 
pany, will not exceed seventy. 


ThreQ boat;;, including tlio ool- 


apalbla boat, are missing. 


SOUTHAMPTON, March 
31 — Tho 


lassago eteamer Stella, plying be- 
tween this port and thu Channel 
elands, crashed upon th*> dreadod 
Jasquet rocks, near tbe island of 
Aldoraey, yesterday afternoon in a 
dense fog, and foundered In ten 
minutes, her boilers exploding with 
a tremendous report as she wont 
down. In ppito of this, it la said, 
there was no panic on board. Tho 
donating steamer 
Lynx, 
wbtob 


brought the news of the disaster 
here, picked up four boats and forty 
persons belonging to the Stella. 


Later advices seem to show time 


sixty pnrsonH wore drowned owing 
to the wreck of tlio Stella, 


Tho second officer of tho steamer, 


who wad among those rescued, says 
that, a colapaible boat urns launched 
full, ot- people, bat he thinks she 
struck on the rooks, owing to tho 
fOf. 


Another steamer bos picked up a 


boat containing arty-five persons, in- 
cluding twonty women, who es- 
caped from the wrecked etoamer. 
They have been lauded here. 


Tho Blolla had on board 210 pass- 


engers who wore . going to spend 
luster in the channel islands. 


UAUOHT IS KOO; 


The Stella, which belongs to the 


xmdou and Southwestern ' Rail- 
way company, left Southampton at 
noon yesterday, conveying tbe first 
daylight excursion of the season to 
iho channel islands. 
There were 


18G passengers on board and the 
crow numbered thirty- live men. 
Tbe weathnr was foggy but all went 
well until tbe afternoon, when the 
fog became most dense. 


At 1 o'clock tbe Casquet Rooks 


sudddenly loomed np through the 
fog bank, and the steamer almost 
immediately 
afterwards 
struck 


amidships. 
The captain, seeing 


that the Stella was fast sinking, 
ordered the lifo boats to be launched. 
Etia insti notions were carried out 
with tho utmost celerity, and tho 
women and children wore embarked 
in the boats. Then tbe captain 
ordered the men to look after them- 
selves. 


A survivor states that he and 


twenty-live others put off from tho 
Stella In a small boat. Tho sea was 
calm but there was a big swirl 
around the rooks. 


When this boat was a short dis- 


tance away from tbe wreck, tho 
boilor of tbe Stella burst with a 
terrific explosion and the vessel dis- 
appeared stern first in the sea. 


HEROIC OAl'TAIN. 


The last thing the survivor saw 


was the figure of the captain of the 
Stella standing calmly on the bridge 
and giving his lost instructions. 
The captain perished with his ves- 
sel, owing to the suction caused by 
the sinking steamer being very 
great, Indeed. 
' 


Continuing, the survivor referred 


to said : 


"Tho suction was so tremendous 


that wo thought oar boat would be 
engulfed. I saw five boats and tho 
collapsible boat, besides our boat, 
leave tbe wreck. 
They contained 


altogether between eighty and ono 
hundred persona. Five of tbe boats 
wore soon lost to view, but we took 
a boat filled with women In tow am 
the ocoupantu of our boat took tho 
oara In turn and rowed all night 


long until most of us dropped 
asleep, thoroughly exhausted. 


"We sighted a sail boat at 6 


o'clock in the moruing but the Great 
Western railway company's steamer 
Lynx from Weymoutb, had mean- 
while hove in eight. She boro down 
on us and took us all on board. She 
eventually landed us at Guernsey." 


Tho Groat Western Railway com- 


pany's steamer Vera from South- 
ampton, picked up forty others of 
the survivors and landed them at 
Gnerseny. According to the latest 
estimates of the officials of the Lon- 
don and Southwestern Railway com- 
pany, not more than seventy per- 
sons were drowned, out of the 220 
on board the Stella when she struck 
on the rooks. Other reports, how- 
over, place the number of drowned 
much higher.

WASHINGTON. March 31.— No new 


advicos reached tho department to- 
day regarding tbo Samoan situation, : 
and tho impression is gaining ground 
among tho ofik-iale here that there 
s a missing cable report from Ad- 
miral KauU via Sydney wbiob, up- 
on its arrival, vrill clear up the 
mystery regarding the brief dls- 
ittttih datod Auckland, which was ro- 
oelvgd yesterday. In reading the 
cable of yesterday, in which Rear 
Vdtniral Kautz referred to tho im- 
provement of tho sUnutlou einco his 
alegram of tbe 18th via Sydney, 
'Now South Wales, " it was at lirst 
supposed that the date given, tho 
.8th, was a mfotabo, 119 the only 
Sydney telegram received hero was 
dated tlio iGth. 
That telegram 


jrolj&bly loft fSnmoti several days 
>efora tho meeting of thu consuls 
aboard tbo Philadelphia and cor- 
ainly a week before the actual 
fighting began, wuicli, according to 
ho press dispatches, commenced on 
the ir>th. 


It is considered almost inconceiv- 


able that Rear Admiral Kantz made 
no attempt at communication with 
bo department botwuon the time 
>f thu send ing of tho telegram datnd 
Bydaoy the Hitb, and tlio ouo ro- 
celvoi yesterday from Auckland 
tbe ^'Jth. which prolnbly left Apia 
on tht) ^ird. 
it is now considered 


o bo almost certain that the ad- 
miral1* reforonc9 to the tologrnm of 
he l"th via Sydney, referred to a 
elegrnm forwarded from Apia on 
the is tl>. 
If this proves to bo tho 


case tlio telegram of tho 1-sth, wnlch 
ias not boon racotvod, doubtless 
contained tho details of tbo decision 
of tho consuls aboard the 1'hllsdol- 
>hU of tho subsequent ultimatum 
o Mataafa and his followers, and 
he account of tho three days bom- 
jardmont before tlio dispatch was 
sent. 


In tho flight of tho existence of 


such a dispatch, tho brief cable of 
roatvrdny can ba intelligently road. 
!t would then simply moan that tho 
iltufttlon had improved during tbo 
ntorim botweon tho ISth and tlio 
2Urd, all tho preliminary faots bo- 
ng olrundy In tho hands of thu de- 
partment hero, 


Tho distance from Apia to Sidney 
s greator than from Apia to Auok- 
and. According .to tho informa- 
tion in the hands of tho bureau of 
navigation, the time 
taken by 


steamers in plying between tho two 
former points In thirteen days, 
while steamers make tho distance 
from Apia to Auckland in ten days. 


According to tho regular sailing 


[lime of steamers botweon Apia and 
Sydney, thirteen days, if Hear Ad- 
miral Kautz had forwarded a tele- 
gram on the 18th, via Sydney, the 
iispatoh would not havo arrived at 
Synoy until today, at the earliest, 
so that with this explanation tho 
non-arrival of the missing dispatch 
of the Itith, via Sydney, is satisfact- 
orily accounted for. 


If the atoarnor is on time and the 


new explanation o£ tbo department 
proves to bo correct, this dispatch 
should arrive today or certainly 
within a very few days if, as is jios- 
sible, the steamer bearing it may 
have encountered rouj:h weather on 
her voyage.

"WASHINGTON, March si.— I'rosl- 


dent MoKlnley, by an order matin 
public today through Assistant Sec 
retary of WarMeiklejohn, has taken 
;he first important action toward 
aying the foundation for a purely 
Unban merchant marine. 


As an inititatory stop in that di- 


rection he has directed that all 
registry foes imposed for dccument- 
ng foreign vessols in Cuba bo 
abolished. 


The old Spanish rate for vussul* 


was f 5 per ton as shown by tlw 
vessel's registered tonnage. Presi- 
dent MoKinley now proposes t» 
abolish all fees. This will not only 
allow tho Cubans to purchase ships 
u tho cheapest markets of thu 
world, bnt will enable them to build 
up a carrying trado which they HU 
mucb need, and which, by 
mi 


onerous fax under Spanish rulo, wnti 
almost impossible. 


Cuba has no Bhip yards. With 


no stringent restrictions upon thn 
coasting trade, Cuba IB expected, In 
time, to establish ship yards of hor 
own. 
Bnt in the interval, although 


not so intended, ship building na- 
tions, snob as tbo United Btutoa and 
England, will more or loss profit by 


Cuban veaeols at present aro com- 


pelled to pay local tonnago duos of 
only two cents per ton at Cnbnn 
ports. 


Tho coastwise trado of Cuba cov- 


ers a dlstanoo of over 3,000 rolloM. 
Tho Hag adopted for Cuban votwoln 
in a blue flag with whito ensign. 
Although no reciprocal arrange- 
ments havo boon entered into by 
which the Cubans can trado -with 
American ports, nevertheless they 
are privileged to do so, bnt of oonrin 
their vessels must pay tho sanm 
duties as other alien vossolu. Thu 
United States government docs n»f. 
guarantee Cnban vessels protection 
lut&ldo of Cuban ports, with tho 
single exception of 
tho 
United 


States. Should tho Cubans carry on 
a shipping trado with Vono/.cola and 
Uoxloo, as somo of the owners of 
vessels have already done, they 
must take tho risks that accompany 
the act. 


President MoKinloy has 
also 


amended tho customs tariff and 
regulations for ports in Porto llico. 
Hereafter, "shook" and "headings" 
will pay a duty of only 18 cents par 
100 kilos. Heretofore they havu 
paid 36 cents per 100 kilos, a reduc- 
tion of GO per cent, on this nrticlo 
alone. Tho object of this reduction 
Is to enable the Porto Rloans to se- 
cure cheap packages for tho shi]>- 
numt of raw sugar and molasses. 


The president has also directed 


that the customs tariff nnd regula- 
tions for ports in Porto llico bn 
amended by tho insertion of a para- 
graph which permits articles of 
tho growth, product and manufac- 
ture of the island of Porto Rico, ex- 
ported to a foreign country and re- 
turned without . having been ad- 
vanced in value or improved in 
con- 


dition by any process of mnnnfno- 
tnro or other means, and upon 
which no drawback or bounty lifts 
been allowed to bo returned to thu 
island free of duty.

Mcurily, and thus the actual liabili- 
ties will be about 91,200,000.
